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NO PANACEA 
Official administrative pressure is being built up 
against labor law revision; Donald M. Nelson, war 
pioduct.cn bourd chairman, has added his objections 
to those cf F'resident Roosevelt, Lieut Gen Knudsen 
and ether lesser functionaries who have been called 
on for an opinion. 
Revision would not be a panacea for the situation 
that is aggravating the critics of administrative labor 
policy. 
There is 
no* panacea. 
Perhaps 
revision 
wouldn’t even make the situation less aggravating 
If organized labor leaders decided to make an issue 
of it, they have the power to make the situation in­ 
finitely worse than it is now. 
And what is the situation? Insofar as it can be 
described briefly, it is the seeming assumption on the 
part of administrative officials that organized labor 
can do no wrong 
There has been a loss of balance in 
official attitudes- a loss that has encouraged minor 
and major labor leaders to take advantage of a pro­ 
labor policy and lias stimulated critics of the labor 
leaders to adept a bitter-end attitude that bodes no 
good for anyone. 
ll is the critics snapping at the heels of congress­ 
men who have brought about the threat of labor law 
revision. Obviously, nothing lr. settled by merely tak­ 
ing the attitude that nothing 
should 
be done lest 
labor leaders become disgruntled. 
That doesn’t setth 
the question of why a great many Americans have 
reached a point in their thinking where they are tired 
of pussyfooting around the sensibilities of labor leat; 
era. 
It is at this point that the Roosevelt adminis­ 
tration needs to apply some of Its ingenuity, not all 
at the i isnt of stopping labo*- law revision because 
son cone might get peeved,
